Or. C. B. Cooper Creates Interest of American 


Medical Association in the Molokai Settle- 
ment to Procure Original Research by the 
Government 


Congress wUl be aaked at the sext 


Cession to make an appropriation for, 
the establishment of a medical experi- 
ment station to be used at the Leper 
.Settlement, Molokai, 
In conjunction 


iwlth suitable hospitals, 'laboratories 
end equipment tor carrying on original 
research in the work of discovering a 
cure for leprosy. The American Medi- 
cal Association, numbering 16,660 mem- 
bers, among whom are the most dis- 
tinguished specialists, scientists- and 
practitioners In the country, will re- 
quest Congress to pass such an appro- 
priation. The matter was brought be- 
fore the American Medical Association 
by Dr. Charles R Cooper, former pres- 
ident of the local Board of Health, and 
his suggestions were adopted. • 


Dr. Cooper returned yesterday "on the 


steamship Korea from Washington, 
New .York and other Eastern cities, 
having been in attendance at the Na- 
tional Medical Congress held in Wash- 
ington under the direction of Surgeon- 
General Wyman of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service, and the an- 
nual convention of the American Medi- 
cal Association at Atlantic City. He 
also attended the Republican conven- 
tion at Chicago. 


It was also his privilege to be closeted 


with President Roosevelt and a chat 
•was had on political, educational and 
racial matters la the islands. 


"The President received me with his 


•usual cordial 'Delighted' and we had a 
pleasant chat about Island matters." 
said Dr. Cooper. "He did most of the 
talking, putting questions to me with 
.great rapidity. 
He seems well ac- 


quainted with Hawaiian affairs. 


"At the Chicago convention Gov- 


ernor Carter did good work and be- 
«am« very popular. He seemed to have 
the ear of the prominent men of the 
party."

While In Connecticut Dr. Cooper was 


entertained by Dr. W. C. Well, of Dan- 
iorth, Connecticut, who visited Hono- 
lulu last year. "Dr. Well i» one of the 
•warmest friends Hawaii has ever made," 
continued Dr. Cooper. "He praises Ha- 
waii at every opportunity and Is In- 
teresting himcelf In ft* affairs at all j 
times. He is a millionaire and has a 
farm of 110 acres which Jt 18 hH hobby 
to look after personally. He has a mag- 
nlOcent home, and It was my pleasure 
to be entertained at dinner there. H« 
•peaks of coming out here again next 
•winter. 
"Dr. Well ha* ft fine library of medi- 


cal and other book*, probably about 
1,060. and In conversation with me he 
-*ald he was willing to give them to a 
city which could prepare for and take 
»ood care of them. 1 believe that here 
Is an opportunity for Honolulu to get 
liold of rme of the finest medical Hbr«- 
ritm in the country. 


"Dr. WeJI entertained me at dinner

"While riding In the elevated cars In 


New York I was struck with homesick- 
ness on seeing 'Taroena' signs.

"As to the main feature of my visit 


away I will say that I reached^ Wash- 
ington on June 2 to attend the meeting 
of the territorial and state health offi- 
cials convened by Act' of Congress un- 
der the direction of Surgeons-General 
Wyman.

"My report on leprosy covered the 


ground very fully as to the disease it- 
self and its history. I asked that Fed- 
eral aid be given for scientific investi- 
gation. The territory has no funds for 
carrying out the work as it should be. 
I 'asked that the. government send a 
man qualified to carry on experimental 
work for the cure of leprosy. 


"Sometime ago the Bo£d of Health 


wrote Wyman propostnB to 
furnish 


quarters and rations witbmit expense to 
the Federal government, which the 
Surgeon-General considered was a very 
liberal offer. At present ^ey have no 
man suitable to put to such work, but 
every assurance was given me by Dr. 
Wyman and the Assistant Surgeon- 
General, Dr. Geddlngs, that the mat- 
ter would have their earnest considera- 
tion. 


"At Atlantic City I attended the con- 


vention of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation from June 6 to 10. one of the 
most powerful medical bodies In the 
world. 
Of .the 16,000 members, 8,500 


were present It \* exclusive too, and 
no impostens can obtain membership. 
My coming all the way from Hawaii 
gave me some prestige and I was at 
once admitted to membership, I spoke 
before the committee on cutaneous 
diseases-and my remarks on leprosy 
were very well received, and a motion 
was paused asking that the House of 
Dele-gates of the Medical Association 
present a resolution to Congress ask- 
ing that an experimental station, hos- 
pitals, laboratories and equipment be 
Installed at the Leper Settlement for 
carrying on original research worX with 
regard to leprosy. 
The resolution, 


after reaching congreft*. will probably 
be referred to Dr. Wyman and he will 
undoubtedly make a favorable report 045 
It. He has assured m* of his hearty 
eo-opemllem In such matters.

A SOLDIER'S BRAWL. 


TIENTSIN, July 16.— Two Frenchmen were killed and others 


wounded, nine Japanese wounded and a policeman hurt in a soldier's 
brawl at Shanghai-Kwan. Bayonets were used. 


Shanghai-Kwan is a seaport on the Gulf of- Pechili. It is situ- 


ated at the sea end of the Great Wall of China and is the gateway 
between China proper and Manchuria, 
China has maintained a 


large army, commanded by General Ma, at that point since the out- 
break of the Russo-Japanese war. The forts are held by guards be- 
longing to the different foreign powers which have been there since 
Shanghai-Kwan figured in the Boxer war of 1900. 


.ST. PETERSBURG, July 17.— The Japanese are advancing on 


Tatchekiao, scientifically entrenching en route and taking extra pre- 
cautions on the wings. Oku's and Nodzu's armies have joined ten 
miles southeast of Tatchekiao. The Japanese have occupied Pmtz- 
san, seven miles north of Kaichau, and are proceeding towards New- 
cbwang. Kuroki is forty miles east of Liaoyang. 


Alexieff reports righting at Port Arthur on July 3 and 4. Rus- 


sian troops, assisted by the cruiser Movik and a number ot gun- 
boat* captured a Japanese fortified point north of the city and .near 
the shore, in the line of the enemy's investment. The Russian loss 
was 35 killed and 250 wounded. The -Chinese claim that the Jap- 
anese lost 2000 men before Tatchekiao and that they are suffering 
from hunger and disease.

"Mr.

route to his home In Hongkong. With 
him was his sister Mrs. Rlgga. both 
having been as far east as Hartford, 
Connecticut, where Mr. Afong'e son 
was placed In school. Mrs. Rlggg left 
the Korea here and Mr. Afong depart- 
ed for his home In the Par East at 6 
o'clock last evening. 


While In Hartford there was aillte a 


reunion of Afongs, there being Toney, 
AJbert, Who is attendlne Harvard Col- 
lege.

Intercourse with Europeans and Amer- 
icans, among the most enlightened, to 
frow~ned upon.' There Js little attempt 
to speak of to educate the young men 
on European or American lines. 


Mr. Afong hopes to see a change soon 


and then there would be a glorious 
time in the Empire. If China Is awak- 
ened and opens her vast territory to 
foreign trade, the stimulus to the' 
world's commerce will be great. 


The war between Russia and Japan 


will open the eyes of China and be 
believes that with this in mind the 
country will begin to see its advan- 
tages commercially. Mr. Afong sees no 
reason why China should not get out 
of orientalism as Japan has done. 
China has already begun to reform In 
her military system but no attempt 
has been made to organize a modern 
navy.

A Spirited Meeting to 


help This City's 


Business. 


(From Saturday's Advertiser) 


An Important meeting of the Mer- 


chants' Association was held yesterday 
afternoon when matters affecting vital 
trade interests of the territory, the 
present business depression, loss of 
population 
and 
discrimination of 


steamship companies against Hawaii 
were considered and discussed. 
The 


meeting was largely attended, almost 
every business house of consequence 
being represented, and nearly every 
vne participated in the debate. 


The transportation and shipping re- 


port by the association's special com- 
mittee, published in the Advertiser on 
Thursday, was the nucleus of discus- 
sion and as a result a strong commit- 
tee will confer with the agents of the 
steamship companies and others inter- 
ested in an effort to obtain relief for 
the community in general. 


The local quartermaster's department 


of the United States army came in for 
criticism it being asserted that many 
people not connected with the army or 
navy have been in the habit of buying 
public stores for which they paid quar- 
termaster rates, thus depriving Hono- 
lulu merchants of trade. 


The meeting was held In the Asso- 


ciation's new auarters in the Young 
building, and present were Chairman

CHAIRaiAN SMITH'S STATEMENT. 


The meeting was called to order by 


Chairman Geo. W. Smith, who pre- 
sented the objects as follows: 


Gentlemen: It is a pleasure to note 


arge a gathering this afternoon. 


• We are here to consider some im- 
portant matters affecting our interests, 
•We hope for the better. 


We are not moving in any way to an- 


tagonize any of the business interests 
of the Territory. On the contrary, we 
seek the co-operation of all interests 
•with the end in view of bettering the 
financial and business conditions of the 
-islands. 


"We all know that conditions have 
teen better In the past, we all know 
that conditions, at the present time, 
are very much depressed, we all hope 
'that they will be better in the future, 
but hoping alone will not bring about, 
gentlemen, the situation we seek. 


I Should you feel that there has been 
I a depression In business here recently, 


i you will be able to state the cause, and 
undoubtedly suggest the remedy. If 
we can properly ask Congress to assist 
us in removing the cause, let UB all 
co-operate in the strongest possible 
manner to this end, acting later 
through our delegate to Congress when 
that body meets next December. By its 
assistance given UB in the Fire Claims, 
by taking over the lighthouses, by ex- 
perimental agricultural work, by es- 
tablishing a Federal meteorological bu- 
reau, and in other ways, the govern- 
ment has shown a disposition to aid 
and take Interest in the Territory. 


In other directions It Is believed that 


further assistance can be secured which 
will relieve the drain upon our Terri- 
torial revenue possibly enabling a later 
reduction in our system of taxation, or 
enabling the use of much of our reven- 
ue for Internal improvements which it 
might not be proper to ask Congress 
to undertake. 


It seems to me that you can dwell 


strongly upon the value of the trans- 
port service and the great help that 
the retail business here has derived 
from the arrival of the American ships 
of war. 


Will you kindly take this subject in- 


to consideration and make your recom- 
mendations as strongly as possible with 
the idea of securing relief for the Ter- 
ritorial treasury, and assistance for 
our agricultural and industrial inter- 
ests, and other subjects that will pro- 
mote business here and tend to stim- 
ulate trade in all its channels. 


As complaint has been made from 


Washington that former reports of the 
Governor have been sent from here at 
too late a date, will you kindly give 
this subject your earliest attention and 
oblige,

WHAT MEMBERS SAID. 


C. M. V. Forster—"I would suggest 


that a committee of three be'appointed 
to draw up resolutions to be reported 
to the Association as a whole." 


J. O. Lutted—"I think the committee 


presenting the report on the ship- 
ping matter has done so well already 
that it could take hold of this matter 
also and carry it through." 


W. W. Hall—"I favor the idea of a 


report. Of course suggestions could be 
made." 


I. S. Dilllngham—"I think one of the 


great troubles is the policy of people 
here importing direct from the coast, 
instead 
of purchasing through the 


merchants. In our business I find that 
is the root of all the evil. Every steam- 
er that comes In on the American-Ha- 
waiian steamship line brings in im- 
ported goods for plantations on this is- 
land, namely, Ewa, Waialua, Hono- 
lulu and Oah'u. If there is any way 
to prevent that then we may expect to 
derive benefit. 


"Of course the Honolulu plantation 


is obliged to buy on the coast because 
the majority of the stock is held there. 
I know of a case where goods were im- 
ported last week- we could have sold 
cheaper than the price they paid for 
Importing. It seems to me .to be a 
craze more than anything else. I be- 


is the Custom House revenue. 
The 


Federal Government Is not spending 
enough of those receipts In this Terri- 
tory, commensurate with the profit it 
derives. Hawaii exports about 130,000,- 
000. and the United States receives W.- 
500,000 approximately, or about five per 
cent of our total exports, and prac- 
tically has spent nothing here. In a 
letter to the Federal authorities we 
ought to drive that matter home." 


Mr. Lucas—"In all these matters we 


should all work in harmony and we 
would get along pretty welL" 


Mr. Wakeneld—"I agree with Mr. 


Harris. 
Money from the Customs 


House and Postofflce receipts should be 
expended here. The harbor needs large 
expenditures of money to make it sat- 
isfactory to the entrance of large ves- 
sels. The matter of Federal buildings 
needs attention. 
There is the Pearl 


Harbor naval station to urge along." 


Mr, Dlllmgham—"Is the Quartermas- 


ter's "Department of San Francisco al- 
lowed to ship goods to the Quarter- 
master Department here?" 


Mr. Harris—"I know they have ship- 


ped groceries here. In connection with 
the proposed erection of buildings on 
the Kabaulkl army reservation, Captain 
Humphrey, the new Quartermaster, 
said the other day to Mr. Catton and 
myself that local bidders would be giv- 
en every opportunity to get contracts, 
but being Federal Jobs, he could not dis- 
criminate against mainland bidder?." 


Mr. 
Dilllngham— "Every transport 


that comes here from the coast brings 
many goods for the local Quartermas- 
ter Department." 


ARMY SUPPLIES OUTSIDERS. 
Mr. Lewis—"The Quartermaster De- 


partment does ship goods down here 
lor army use, and not alone 'that, but 
they are selling goods to local people 
not belonging to the army. How can 
we, as merchants, who pay taxes and 
have large expenses, expect to make 


lieves that the Planter*' Association 
should 'Bee that it is fair for them to 
render some slight assistance. 


"An appeal was once made to the 


Planters, (and the indication was that 
they did hot wiah to participate in the 
matter. The sense of their reply was 
practically, 'We will attend to the mi- 
gar business and you attend to your 
own business.' 


UP TO ELECTORATE. 


"Your committee suggests also to 


appeal to the electorate of the Ter- 
ritory. I wish to say that this Asso- 
ciation has no Idea of going into poll- 
'tics or to affiliate with any political 
party, but in this matter there is only 
one way to obtain relief and that is 
through a subsidy sufficient to give us 
a local boat or one that will be under 
contract to carry passengers at a sat- 
isfactory rate. I suppose that it is fair 
and proper to say that no man should 
be elected to the legislature unless he 
will support a subsidy measure created 
for the purpose we desire. 


"If this Is,done there will be no ques- 


tion about every one subscribing to this 
fund. It should cover a rate for prop- 
erly advertising the Territory. There 
is a good thing for the town if we can 
once Induce tourist travel this way. 


"The suggestion is made to form a 


local company strong enough to pur- 
chase its own vessel. It is a feasible 
proposition." 


LOCAL STEAMERS HIT. 


Mr. Hocking called attention to the 


ocal inter-island steamer service. "The 
.ocal steamship companies should be 
tackled, especially on freight rates to 
and from the other islands. People on 
:he other Islands have spent a good 
deal of money in raising fruit and vege- 
tables, but have been driven out of 
business by .the high freight rates. 


"The local steamship companies have 


driven more trade a-way from Honolulu 


anything when the army sells to out- than anything else. They carry on a 


lleve If we can stop this we will all do 
much better business." 


W. W Hall—"I know of instances 


where the plantations have imported 
goods for a year's supply, but in the 
end, 
from 
deterioration and other 


causes, the goods cost them as much as 
we would have charged for them. If 
they would patronize 
the Honolulu 


merchants it would make a better feel- 
Ing all around " 


E A. Mclnerny—"I think the sug- 


gestion of a committee Is good. 
That 


body might also draw up a series of 
questions and present them to the vari- 
ous members and firms here for an- 
swers to be put in writing." 


Mr Dillingham—"I spoke to Mr. Ir- 


wln about this plantation matter, and 
he said he had given instructions for 
plantations in his agency to purchase 
lere whenever possible, but of course 


It la only by hearty co-operation, by 


the sinking of minor differences, by 
mutual concessions and an amicable 
understanding that we can bring to- 


this could not be entirely expected of 
plantations whose stock would be con- 
trolled on the coast" 


Edgar Lewis—"Mr Pollitz told me 


when he was last here that he would 
take this ver> matter before the boards 


siders over our heads. That is' being 
done right along. We have never be- 
fore made a kick against this. I can 
prove this. This is detrimental to local 
retail business and should be stopped. 
We are put to big expense and should 
be protected." 


Mr. Lewis concluded his statement 


regarding the sale here of army sup- 
plies by saying: "This sale is not con- 
fined to people in the army. I am sat- 
isfied that I can be backed up In this 
statement by other people in my same 
line of business. It is done by people 
In the department for friends. The 
goods are not sold directly to the out- 
siders but through the army people. 
This is not only true of the grocery 
business, but of other lines." 


Mr. Waldron—"I move that a com- 


mittee of five be appointed to make 
note of these various suggestions and 
make a report to answer the Governor 
in ten days.'

ROTHWELL ON SHIPPING. 


J. G. Rothwell was called up to make

SENATOR HBMRICH'S LETTER. 
The secretary read a letter written 


by State Senator Hemrich of Washing- 
ton to ihe Hon. Levt Ankenny, TT. S. 
Senator from Washington, calling at- 
tention to the needs of Hawaii. Sena- 
tor Hemrich visited Honolulu several 
months ago and was entertained by the 
Merchants' Association. 


He called attention to the depressed 


state of business affairs In Hawaii. 
He said the Provisional and Republic 
governments had formerly enjoyed an 
income of about $1,500,000 from Customs 
duties and postoffice receipts, and al- 
though goods from the mainland came 
In free .there were still a large amount 
of goods 
from 
foreign countries on 


which duties were* collected, which he 
thought should be used for the main- 
tenance of the public works, weather 
bureau, dredging and maintenance of 
the harbors, agricultural stations and 
public buildings. He thought that if 
the Federal Government pursued its 
present policy towards the Islands they 
would be ruined, and he expressed a 
hope that speedy measures would be 
taken to relieve a critical condition. 
This was not only to be said of the fi- 
nancial condition but of the labor state. 
He eald he had Inspected some of the 
plantations and he was positively con- 
vinced that no white man •would seek 
empl&yment in the cane fields, even If 
the wages were double what they are 
now. 


He believed In the system of labor 


employed during the days of the Pro- 
visional 
Government and Republic 


The system of coolie or contract labor 
placed the plantations on about the 
same footing as those in the South and 
in Cuba employing negro labor. Since 
the abolition of the contract system 
farm labor Is almost as high as In the 
States, absorbing practically the entire 
Income, and In some cases the planta- 
tions were being operated at a loss 
The Islands should be treated as a 
colony. 
England had, after years of 


experience, come to the conclusion that 
was the best way to manage Its pos- 
sessions. 


TAXING MERCHANDISE. 


A question arose as to exhibits of 


corporations to be filed with the Treas- 
urer There were, fifty-two firms which 
had not complied with this law. It was 
shown that outsiders frequently made 
u*e of these exhibits much to the detri- 
ment ef the business of various firms.

Under Section 2, Act of February 17, 


1888, 
being an "Act to amend the laws 


relating to Navigation," which Was put 
Into effect in this Territory on June 14, 
1900, there is a, statutory penalty of 
4200.00 (Two Hundred Dollars) for each 
passenger transported and landed be- 
tween ports or •places in the United 
States in foreign vessels. The enforce- 
ment of this statute, by reason of con- 
ditions below mentioned, is causing 
serious loss and/ damage to this Ter- 
ritory and its citizens. 
It la submitted that, with the ex- 


ception of'one vessel, the "Alameda," 
of the Oceanic line, plying: between Ho- 
nolulu and San Francisco, all passen- 
ger travel between Hon&lulu and Pa- 
cific Coast ports is of necessity carried 
by steamships running through to 
points in China and Japan, or to the 
Australian Colonies, no reservation be- 
4ng made for Honolulu passengers be- 
yond what may be available on arrival 
here en route to the terminal ports. 


For some time past these vessels have 


been so crowded with through passen- 
gers that it has been almost impossible 
to obtain passage no matter how urgent 
the' occasion. 


In view of anticipated additional 


through travel to and from the St. Louis 
Exposition during the coming months, 
covering a period in which local travel 
between Honolulu and San Francisco is 
always largely Increased, it Is submit- 
ted that these conditions of congestion 
are certain to be augmented, with the 
result of serious consequences to the 
people of this Territory, both 
from 


sanitary and financial standpoints. 
There are few individuals, or_ Invalids, 
whose immediate departure "is neces- 
sary, or ordered, who can afford to de- 
posit, or who can by any means de- 
posit, the sum of $200.00 in addition to 
their fare, in order, to go on a foreign 
vessel, and without this deposit it is 
now impossible for the large majority 
of Honolulu passengers to leave for 
mainland points at a given or within 
a reasonable period of time. It is need- 
less to assert that In most oases such 
a penalty is entirety prohibitive. 


Heavy loss also accrues to the mer- 


chants and retail dealers of tnis Ter- 
ritory from the fact that intending 
tourists will not stop over as -soon as 
they learn that no opportunity of pro- 
ceeding on their journey Is guaranteed, 
particularly as all steamers that are 
able to carry passengers without penal- 
ty are booked several months ahead. 


Wherefore, wnlle this 
Association 


does not, and cannot ask, that the pro- 
visions of the above section of the stat- 
ute be permanently waived or suspend- 
ed in any of its requirements, we do 
most respectfully ask and petition that 
the peculiar conditions arising from 
our isolated situation, and the conse- 
quent difficulties of travel, be taken 
into consiaeration, to the end that if 
possible a sufficient and adequate modi- 
fication of the penalty of

his co-defendants were deprived oi 
access to them. 
Mr. Low,. however, 


while presenting his claim, expressed 
his confidence .In the Integrity and fair- 
ness of the receiver, E. E. Conant, who 
had applied to Judge Matthewman for 
Instructions. 


On Wednesday A. A Wilder, of Rob- 


ertson & Wilder, filed several affidavits 
in opposition to the application and 
also showing the commencement of an 
action at Honolulu by Samuel Parker, 
as survivor of the firm composed of 
himself and* John-P. Parker, deceased, 
against the Metropolitan Meat Com- 
pany, Limited, to recover $26,262.89 fof 
beef cattle sold by the Parker Ranch. 
This action does not represent any con- 
troversy with the corporatibn, which 
is simply in doubt as to the party to 
whom the money should be paid, but 
the difficulty between Colonel Parker as 
survivor and A W. Carter as guardian. 
The question of the examination of the 
books and an order to show cause ad- 
dressed to the respondents, after dis- 
cussion between Mr. Highton and Mr. 
Wilder, were set for hearing at Kohala 
on July 27, on which _date the term of 
the Third Circuit Court at that place 
commences. 


The application of the receiver for an 


enlargement or broader definition of his 
powers, so as to cover the selling of 
cattle and the collection of money, was 
partly considered by Judge Matthew- 
man on Thursday last at Kallua, and 
its further consideration was postponed 
until the following Saturday.

Highton filed an answer for the re- 
spondents, in which they denied the 
right of the receiver to collect for cat-

Rough and Rainy Trip of Land Commissioner 


Pratt—The Territory Wronged in Hilo 


Land Transaction. 


j. W. Pratt, Commissioner of Public. 


Lands, returned in the steamer Kinau 
from a visit of ten days to Hawaii 
which was crowded with business of 
his department. He brings a cheering 
report. of homesteads on that Island. 
In Hilo Mr. Pratt, at the instance of. 
the Board of Trade of that town, start- 
ed an official Investigation of a land 
transaction having the appearance of 
a' wrong done to the Government, with 
the result that the matter is to be 
referred to the Attorney General for 
taking proceedings, if there Is law for 
it to recover valuable property for the 
benefit of the Territory. 


Commissioner Pratt complying with a 


request for an account of his trio in 
general, made a statement as follows:' 


•1 landed at Mabukona on the 7th 


and that day inspected the homesteads 
above there In the mountains. The 
same afternoon and evening I drove 
over to Waimea and on the 8th went 
through the Pukapu homesteads. That 
afternoon I drove down to Honokaa. 


"Next morning I went through the 


Ahualoa homesteads, upper and lower, 
above Honokaa. 
That afternoon I 


traveled through to Hilo, arriving there 
Saturday night at 9 o'clock. 


"It rained nearly all through the 


journey on horseback and in wagon. 
I was thoroughly drenched and had my 
aneroid spoiled/by wetting. 


"I spent the week in and about Hilo. 


Accompanied by Geo. H. Williams, 
sub-agent, and A B. Loebenstein, sur- 
veyor, I .Inspected the Punahawal 
homesteads on the Kaumana road. 


"There was a bad mix-up at Hilo to 


be investigated. This had reference to 
the Lyman right of purchase lease, 
which was issued at a ruinously low 
appraisal. My attention had been call- 
ed to the matter by a protest of the 
Hilo Board of Trade. There Is a full 
report of the affair In the Tribune. The 
land was appraised at $3 an acre, when 
it was easily worth 115 to $20 an acre. 


"The trouble arose from not knowing 


where the lines were. Mr. Williams 
had to go by old maps that are Incor- 
rect I shall put the matter In the 
hands of the Attorney General to see 
whether the lease cannot be canceled. 


"Generally speaking," Mr. Pratt said 


In answer to a question, "the home- 
steads are In very good condition. This 


Is particularly the case with tho>e in 
Waimea, where the homes of the set- 
tlers are as nice as can be seen any- 
where. Corn and vegetables are thriv- 
ing beautifully, and ' flowers abound 
everywhere. All the crops are doing 
welt except Irish potatoes, which have 
been .ruined by a black blight. Other- 
wise the homesteads are model In 
every resoect. 


'."Preliminary 
arrangements 
have 


been, made for the appointment of a 
new: 
appraiser in Hilo district One 


application was received for ^he posl- 
$ion, the applicant being recommended 
by the Board of Trade. 
"It was a rough trip and raining 


moat of the tune." 


According to the protest of the Board 


of Trade, made through Its president, 
E. N, Holmes, a right of purchase 
lease was granted to Eugene H. Ly- 
man for 97 acres of land, fronting on 
Kaumana road -almost within the city 
limits, at $3 an acre. The tract ad- 
joins land of William Kinney for which 
the owner ha"d been offered prices 
ranging from S20 to $50 an acre. Mr. 
Klnney's land, indeed, is assessed at 
$60"an acre and It Is stated that he 
lately sold lots of about an eighth of 
an 'acre In size for 192 each. 


"It Is true," one complainant said, 


"that some of Mr. Klnney's land IB bet- 
ter., than the lots transferred to Mr. 
Lyman, but the greater part Is the 
same,'.' and Mr. Holmes says In bis 
letter: "The fact that the lots herein 
referred to are only two and one-half 
miles from the center of Hilo and at 
an altitude of several hundred feet 
makes the land very desirable for resi- 
dence purposes and for this reason 
valuable, not only to the Government 
but to the citizens here who have few 
opportunities of purchasing residence 
lots in the suburbs without paying ex- 
orbitant prices for them." 


M*. Pratt stated at the meeting that 


he-had not been able to find any rec- 
ord of an application for the land prior 
to that of Mr. Lyman. Sub-agent Wil- 
liam's ' first reported to him that the 
appraisement was fl an acre and .sug- 
gested a reappraisement which had 
been made with the result of a val- 
uation of $3 an acre. In making the 
.lease all the requirements of the Land 
Act had been observed.

Pawaa, Ma- 
noa and College Hills. The voting has 
usually taken place at Cummins' place 
on King street, Pawaa. The distances 
travelled over in this precinct to reach 
the voting booth are said to be too 
great under present.circumstances and

Another precinct said to be too large 


IB the Eighth of the Fourth District. ; 
Sometime since the Second precinct wa.8 ' 
divided Into what are now known as 
the Second and the Eighth precincts. 
The Eighth U still considered to be too 
large. It takes In the section from 
Plikoi street to Alakea street and from j 
the top of the mountain ridge to the 
«*a, which Includes a large section of 
Maklkl, Kewato and Kakaako. In the

The parties con- 
cerned left the city on a sailing vessel 
last Friday. 


About a month ago a California lady, 


once well known in musical circles be- 
cause of her rare contralto voice, but 
for the past six years an Invalid, came 
to Hawaii for the benefit of her health. 
She was accompanied by a nurse who 
has been her almost constant compani- 
on during this long period. 


The ladles secured rooms In the Au- 


erbach house and. the invalid made 
friends with all w,ho came to know 
her. It was quite the contrary with 
the nurse, many persons forming a dis- 
like for her. The Invalid had occa- 
sional "bad spells," at which time she 
became very weak, and 
practically 


knew nothing of what might be going 
on about her. 


Those who shared the same house 


with the nurse thought her to be pecu- 
liar and it was believed she used 
drugs. 


On Monday morning the patient was 


aroused by peculiar actions on 'the 
part of the nurse, and it was apparent 
that the latter was in need: of medical 
aid. Either accidentally or Intention- 
ally she had swallowed the entice con- 
tents of a bottle of tincture of opium.

or about the first day of January, A. 
I>. 1901, without cause or provocation, 
respondent made a brutal attack upon 
libellanti and beat her upon the bead 
and face with his clenched fist, kicked 
her in the abdomen with his feet, he 
then having heavy shoes on, and drag- 
ged her over the floor by the hair of 
her head; that In consequence of said 
ill treatment as aforesaid libellant be- 
came 111, was confined to her room for 
several days and 
by reason of the 


wounds and bruises inflicted by re- 
spondent on the face of libellant she 
was unable to leave her home for two 
weeks." 


Such instances of atrocity occurring, 


without criminal prosecution to follow 
as inevitable, makes- it appear that 
there Is a serious inadequacy of law in 
this Territory for the protection of 
women. Warrants of arrest ought to 
have speedily followed the proving of 
Becky Kaluna's libel and the filing of 
Lono Keanini's complaint. Those as- 
saults described are not mere misde- 
meanors, but of an. aggravated nature 
that constitute felony. It Is not enough 
that the woman, in any such a case, 
should be relieved of the tie binding her 
to a monster. Society owes It to itself 
that the man who maltreats a woman 
shall be punished as a criminal. 


With evidence of acts of the kind de- 


scribed in the foregoing examples avail- 
able, the existing laws relating to of- 
fenses against the person should suffice 
for securing the infliction of exemplary 
penalties upon the offenders. All that 
seems needed is to bring the culprits 
before a committing magistrate or a 
grand jury and thence let the law take 
its course. 
Often miscreants of the 


type in question go unscathed of justice 
because the victims,, with the diminu- 
tion of their pains and perhaps through 
power of woman's affection or fear of 
revenge, relent toward 
their brutal 


spouses and refuse to appear in court 
against them. Tet 
the authorities 


should not leave any flagrant case of 
the kind to the chances of private ac- 
cusation and prosecution. It is a mat- 
ter in which the civilization of the com- 
munity is at stake. 
° 


Where ne-w legislation might be put 


on the statute books with advantage 
would be In the facilitation of justice. 
For Instance, the divorce court records 
might be made competent as prlma 
facie evidence in the criminal court to 
prove an assault case. It might also 
be made the duty of a judge, when 
granting a divorce on the ground of 
physical cruelties, forthwith to sit as 
an examining magistrate and commft 
the respondent to the ensuing criminal 
term. Again, district magistrates could 
be prevented from taking jurisdiction 
as of a misdemeanor in a case of wife- 
beating where the facts presented be- 
fore him Indicated aggravated assault, 
and required instead to commit the ac- 
cused to the higher court for trial on 
whatever charge of felony was appro- 
priate.

THB DARDANELLES ISSUE- 


When Russia asked permission of 


Turkey to send warships through the 
Dardanelles, the Ottoman government 
acted with its usual shrewdness. Tur- 
key Is no friend of Russia's; her sym- 
pathy in this war is with the Japanese. 
At the same time she wants no quar- 
rel with her powerful neighbor, so in 
answer to Russia's request she said 
she was quite willing to let the Rus- 
sian warships pass if the other powers 
that signed the Berlin treaty were. 


This treaty prohibits Russia from 


sending ships of w,ar through the Dar- 
danelles, though merchant vessels are 
allowed to pass. .Having a large fleet 
in the Black Sea. Russia would like to 
dispatch some of her ships to tbe Far 
East Of the Berlin signatory-powers, 
France, •Germany - and AuShrd-Hun- 
gary are agreeable, but Great Britain 
objects.

PIANOS DOOMED? 


The Argonaut calls attention for the 


second time to tbe Tact— If it Is a fact— 
that the piano and Its study are de- 
clining in their ancient popularity. 
As follows It brings up a strong reen- 
forcement in the New York Tirnen. 
"There are still several pianos sold an- 
nually, no doubt," says this paper, "but 
the 'proportion of those In nominal use 
which remain silent from three hun- 
dred to three hundred and sixty-five 
days In the year Is steadily Increasing, 
The business of teaching children and 
young persons to play on the piano is 
declining. The conviction is growing 
in the minds of parents that it does not 
pay to expend considerable sums of 
money to enable children, without musi- 
cal talent, to acquire such superficial 
knowledge of this instrument as will 
enable them to disturb the peace and 
quiet of home without contributing 
anything to its pleasures. Real piano 
playing has been brought to a plane so 
high that one' who has not acquired 
proficiency by long and arduous study 
hesitates to confess to any knowledge 
of it. Amateur work has been further 
discouraged by the multiplication of 
mechanical 
devices which, by the 


agency of strips of paper punched full 
of holes and wound on spools, can make 
music in more or less successful Imita- 
tion of great compositions or trivial 
ones, so far beyond the ability of the 
average amateur piano player as to dis- 
courage effort. The mastery of the in- 
strument, which is the possession of the 
few, has flooded the market with com- 
positions requiring half a lifetime of 
hard and unremuneratlve work to com- 
prehend and interpret The futfle little 
Bird Waltzes, Battles of Prague, and 
Maidens' Prayers, with variations, mas- 
tered with no great difficulty by the 
school-girl after one or two quarters of 
instruction, are things of the past. The 
net result Is one of vast advantage 
to the average citizen. This year he 
can sit at his open window in a popu- 
lous neighborhood and perhaps not hear 
the sound of a piano once in an even- 
ing. A few years ago he \rould have 
heard a dozen under like conditions, 
variously tortured and each contribut- 
ing differently from the others to his 
mental and physical misery." 


There was a time, as may be recalled 


from one's reading, when young women 
got their instrumental Instruction from 
the harp and there are some people yet 
who would rather hear a harp than a 
Steinway Grand. The violin is also an 
instrument which yields soothing melo- 
dies and requires as much skill — not 
imitafale as yet ~by any device which 
winds up — as the piano. Perhaps, in a 
few years, the violin will have the 
vogue lately enjoyed by the keyboard.

According to the Chron- 
icle, in this year's directory there are 
187,160 names, exclusive of 
business 


houses. In 1900 the city directory con- 
tained 130,716 names and the United 
States decennial census of that year 
gave that city a population of 342,782. 
If there were 131,000 men and widows 
there when the population was definitely! 
known to be 343,000, then the committee 
figures that now, with 187,000 names hi 
the directory there must be all of 
460,000 persons. In the community. This 
•would mean that San Francisco has 
been growing at the rate of about 34,-

In the case of Theresa O. WUcoac vs, 


<£ H, Berrey, damages for malicious 
prosecution'of a civil suit, "a" Unani- 
mous opinion of the supreme Court, 
written by Justice Hartwell, decides 
as follows: „ 


1 "The exception to the denial of the 
motion to dismiss the complaint is »«»- 
tamed, the verdict Is set aside and 
Judgment for tbe defendant non ob- 
atante Is ordered, and the cause is 
remanded to the Circuit Court for that 
.purpose.'' 


C. W. Ashford appeared for plain- 


tiff; T. McCants Stewart for defendant. 
Trie "verdict for Mrs. Wllctnt thua set 
aside was peculiar in the addition of 
a- clause that cleared the defendant 
from malicious Intent, the verdict read- 
Ing: 


"We the jury in the above entitled 


cause find for the plaintiff and against 
the defendant in the sum of $160.60 
damages, but* we do not think that the 
defendant had any malicious Intent." 


Judge De Bolt, who tried the case, 


refused to set aside the verdict on 
acount of tbe opinion of the jury re- 
garding intent, although in other cases 
afterward 
that Incident led hta to 


caution Juries against adding com- 
ments to their verdicts. In dne In- 
stance he mentioned this case, saying 
he might be overruled by the Supreme 
Court for giving judgment on such a 
verdict. 
Yet the opinion of the Su- 


preme Court leaves that Question un- 
touched, finding other reasons for up- 
setting the verdict. 


A brief statement of the ease Is as 


follows- On March IT, 1889, the Hawai- 
ian News Co. brought action In the 
Honolulu District Court against The- 
resa O. Wilcox on her promissory note 
for |90, in payment for a piano, and 
obtained judgment in the sum of, $102.- 
10, but the note was kept by the com- 
pany. 
Mrs. Wilcox afterward 
made 


payments aggregating $4f> to the com- 
pany on account of the Judgment, but 
no entry was made on the record 
though each payment was endorsed up- 
on the'note. On April 12, 1901, defend- 
ant Berrey, acting as agent for the 
Hawaiian News Co., took from plain- 
tiff's husband, R. W. Wilcox, bis de- 
mand note for $156-20 in settlement of 
the Judgment balance and a debt of 
WUcox's own to the Hawaiian News 
Co. Berrey obtained a Judgment on 
this note for $176.60 on May 10, 1901, 
in the Honolulu District Court, 


On September 13, 1901, Berrey procur- 


ed from tbe Hawaiian News Co. an as- 
signment to himself of the judgment 
first mentioned, against "Mrs. Wilcox 
alone, and on December 10, 1901, assign- 
ed that Judgment to one Middledltch. 
As has been seen already this Judg- 
ment had been paid and satisfied—part- 
ly by Mrs. Wilcox's instalments anc 
the rest by her husband's note. Stll' 
Middledltch obtained a judgment on 
that Judgment, in the sum of $135.93 
•which on appeal was affirmed by the 
Circuit Court and an execution there- 
on was levied upon Mrs. Wilcox's prop- 
erty. 


Mrs Wilcox afterward brought suit 


for malicious prosecution against Ber- 
rey, claiming damages of $800, on the 
ground that the defendant's acts had 
resulted In making the plaintiff liable 
to pay the assigned Judgment a sec- 
ond time, and that bis acts were done 
"with malice and without 
probaWi 


cause and with Intent to oppress and 
persecute this plaintiff 
through 
th 


forms of law." 


In its opinion the Supreme Court 


sustains the defendant in holding tha 
a motion to dismiss the complaint, 
where an appeal was from the sus- 
taining of a demurrer In the DIstric 
Court on identical grounds, amounts 
to a demurrer In the Circuit Court on 
the trial of the appeal there. 


A second finding is that the com 


plaint In this case discloses no cause 
of action against the defendant If he 
had brought the suit on Judgment him 
self 


In the third place the court hold 


that "an action for malicious prose 
cutton of a civil suit Imperatively re- 
quires a termination of the suit In fa 
vor of the defendant" 
This is on th 


principle that "there must be an em 
to litigation." which i^lght never be 
If a defendant losing a case could turn 
round and sue tbe plaintiff for ma 
llckms prosecution, 'in conclusion It 1 
held: 


"That this was neither an action fo 


malicious prosecution of a civil suit 
the suit having termlna.ted tn favor o 
, fti plaintiff; nor an action for mali- 


cious abuse of process, there having 
been DO unlawful or unauthorised use 
of process; and that the complaint sets 
forth no actionable wrong" 


The following passage from 
the 


body of the decision tacitly suggests 
that Mr*. Wllcor was wronged In the 
business. If her c«*e wa* truly stated, 
•white intimating that she has not tak- 
en th* proper course to obtain redress: 


"Upon the averments In this com- 


plaint this plaintiff 
had a. perfectly 


good drtense tn law. If It was true In 
fact, to the rait which tbe defendant 
brought against her. A purchaser of 
a Judgment which has b**n psJd, s.1- 
though Trithout notice ot tbe payment, 
ts -not immune from th« defeoM of 
payment 
H« Is not Ilk* a botut fid* 


purchaser for value or a. purchaser 
of negotiable paper not overdue. The 
plaintiff* remedy fW failure to make 
arooa her deferse of payment, whether 
In fact or fn law, » not by in action 
for TtuUteJotJ* pr*»seuUon or for 
Of MODMft." 


Gerrit Wilder Brought 


Seeds From the 


East. 


Gerrit P. Wilder, who w^nt abroad 
ast year In August bearing a special 
commission from the Board of Agricul- 
ure and Forestry of Hawaii as Its 
representative and with special permits 
from the Department of Agriculture 
gaining Him unusual courtesies, return- 
ed yesterday from Europe. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Wilder, who has 
spent the past three years In Paris, 
Berlin and Carlsbad, who' returns great- 
y benefited in health. 
It was the privilege of Mr. Wilder 


while abroad to visit the most beauti- 
ful gardens In the European capitals 
and to Inspect the giant hot-houses 
which force growths during the winter 
seasons. 


At Washington on his return home- 


ward Mr. Wilder was also granted a 
commission as special collector for the 
department In connection with the for- 
warding of rare or fine specimens of 
mangoes in which Secretary Wilson Is 
now especially Interested in propagat- 
ng. Mr. Wilder Is a connolseur on 
mangoes and some of the finest vari- 
eties are grown on his beautiful prem- 
ses on Maklkl Heights. Mangoes are 
still a luxury In New York and only 
the wealthy have them. The mangoes 
come mostly from Florida. Mr. Wilder 
Is of the opinion that Hawaii can 
easily go Into the business of growing 
mangoes to be shipped during the win- 
ter months to New York and other 
eastern cities where the most prominent 
caterers would be glad to get them for 
their wealthy customers. 


ATE EMPEROR'S TOMATO. 


Mr. Wilder visited the famous Kew 


Gardens in London and the great hot 
houses of Van Houte Pere of Ghent, 
Belgium. There he found acres and 
acres of hot nouses devoted to raising 
almost everything known In the tem- 
perate and tropical climes. The Van 
Houte gardens were a private enter- 
prise and the products are sold the 
world over. In Paris he went over the 
Jardin des Plantes, where he was par- 
ticularly pleased with the system of 
planting out and carefully labelling ev- 
erything for the edification of the vis- 
itors In Hamburg'and Bremen he also 
found beautiful gardens, but It was re- 
served for him to see in Potsdam the 
finest gardens in all Europe, 
These 


were the private ones of the Kaiser. 
To them he was given admission 
through the aid of the American Con- 
sul-General at Berlin. The head-gar- 
dener personally conducted him aboul 
the gardens and through the great 
houses, where the choicest of vegetables 
and fruits are- raise/* for the l«mperor's 
tables* It was his privilege to eat a 
tomato which was intended to be sent 
that day to the Emperor's residence 
He brought some tomato seeds from 
the Potsdam hothouses. 


WILL RAISE MANGOSTEENS. 
The principal treasure which Mr. Wil- 


der brought to Honolulu are 
some 


mangosteen seeds which were given 
him in Washington by Mr. David G 
Fairchild, Agricultural Explorer, De- 
partment of Agriculture. All the way 
over he took the utmost care of them 
and will plant them out as soon as they 
are released from 
Inspection by 'the 


Board of Agriculture's agents. There is 
only one mangosteen tree at present In 
the islands known to Mr. Wilder. This 
is on Mr. Gay's place on Kauai. Man 
gosteens are not only a. novelty but I 
luxury, and the fruit is sold in New 
York for $1.50 apiece. The mangosteen 
is a hard, purple fruit looking much 
like the small russet apple, except it is 
purple In color. It contains much mea 
composed of a number of small sections. 
It is a tasty fruit, and there is con- 
siderable demand for It In the East. It 
Is grown mostly in Florida. 


In-arched mango trees propagated at 


Washington have been brought here by 
Mr. Wilder and will be set out shortly. 
The department Is going Into the man- 
go business on a large scale and Is en- 
deavoring to propagate plants there 
that can be sent to all tropical Ameri- 
can possessions. A bulletin is shortly 
to be Issued by the Department on man- 
goes and in this will appear photo- 
graphs of sixteen different varieties col- 
lected by Governor Carter and Mr Wil- 
der and taken to Washington by the 
latter. The bulletin will be devoted al- 
most exclusively to mangoes as grown 
In Hawaii. 


Alligator pears are something which 


are attracting much attention In the 
East. They sell in New York for $L2S 
apiece. 


A mango tree which Mr. Wilder 


planted fl%e years ago on his premises 
Is an example of what can be done with 
this fruit 
The only remaining mango 


on the tree, after the small boy had 
plucked the remainder, was an exceed- 
ingly large one which the owner found 
on the tree yesterday afternoon. It Is 
as large as an average-sited papaya 
and Is beautifully colored. It is a kind 
which Mr Wilder said would easily sell 
In New York for $L50 


HAWAII HAS THE CLIMATE. 
"I found that about everything thst 


was being grown 
In European hot 


houses were thlngn we have growing 
In the open tn Hawaii," said Mr. Wil- 
der. "We have a. superb climate for 
growing things naturally to be found 
in A tropical country find with atten- 
tion we can do well with fruit* 
We 


have advantages too. tn thst we have 
»o monkeys, no reptile*, no bird* to 
speak of and few inrects to botb*r ovr 
fruits." 


HAWAIIANS SHOULDN'T VOTE 


SAN FRANCISCO, July ii.—The enfranchisement of the na- 


tives of Hawaii with the full rights of suffrage when the United 
States accepted the islands as a part of the national territory is 
regarded by Professor Bernard Moses, professor of history at the 
University of California and formerly a Philippine Commissioner, 
as one of the gravest political mistakes this country has ever com- 
mitted. In a lecture before his class to-day at the university Pro- 
fessor Moses criticized severely the granting -of the high privilege 
of suffrage to a class of people who had no conception of govern- 
ment in the sense obtaining amoftg the educated masses of the 
United States. 
' 
"No graver mistake was ever ma^e than to give universal suf- 


frage to the Hawaiian natives," said Professor Moses. "They were 
a more or less ignorant people, having little learning and no knowl- 
edge at all of civilized government. They had never had a political 
training and could not be expected to know the significance of the 
ballot To trust therewith the ballot was a very unwise thing from 
my point of view. And I have no doubt that the ruling classes in 
the islands have the same view, for they know the condition better. 


"All 
the Internal troubles of the Hawaiian government are due 


to this mistake. The native and his sympathizers are in the major- 


ity, 
and the result is that the representatives they choose are not 


of the best. There is a bitter antagonism between the two classes in 
the islands. 
"There is a sentiment in this country at the present time that 


one man is as useful politically as another. That is probably why 
the suffrage was given to the Hawaiians. If this equality is ever 
realized it will be the greatest historical event from the beginning 
of the world to the present time. Ititnay be realized some time, but 
it is too early yet."—The Call.

Two notable.events occurred at the end of the week. The first was a meet- 


ing of the Honolulu Merchants' Association, at which there -has earnest dis- 
cussion and promotion of the cause of cheaper first-class passenger transporta- 
tion between Honolulu and San Francisco. It is a sign of distinctive advance- 
ment in itself, that the merchants of ,Honolulu, as an organized body, are found 
working on the proposition that the superb climate, natural phenomena and 
scenic beauties of Hawaii are assets to be systematically developed as surely as 
its fecund soil and unique commercial situation. 


In connection with this question of improving the steamship communication 


jvith the Pacific Coast, the writer has been asked the past: week for his views 
on the propriety of seeking a legislative subsidy or subsidies to promote the 
object. Such a thing would seem tcf be in order for consideration only as a last 
resort, and then to be regarded as of very questionable wisdom. At least the 
subsidizing policy would be experimental and speculative. In the present state 
of. Territorial finances there is no room for public enterprises involving hazard of 
expending revenue from which substantial pfWic benefit might not be returned 
The practical solution of the problem appears to lie in the furnishing of freight- 
carrying business for steamers of a class that would attract passengers. If it is 
hopeless to expect that the business concerns having control of the shipment of 
sugar might be induced to use their power in that regard for the moderating of 
passenger rates, then the united energies of the general mercantile interests will 
have to be applied to trie object of creating a freight traffic large enough either 
to command the respect of presently operating transportation companies or to 
offer them competition that perforce they will heed. 
• 


,Hilo, in this regard, is now on the right track—whether with or without a 


full realization of the fact does not matter. T£e members of the Hilo Agricul- 
tural Society may be building better than they know, but m their efforts to create 
an export trade out of their port m fresh and preserved fruits they are taking the 
first practical step toward bringing about a new era of steam communication be- 
tween Hawaii and the Pacific Coast. With a continuation of the ratio of progress 
in that direction achieved within a few months past, a string imagination is not 
necessary to foresee within a few years, two or more steamers of larger and 
better class than the pioneer vessel on that route* It would not be a great wonder 
i? such a consummation came about while the Honolulu merchants were grasping 
at the doubtful relief of public subsidies for, a condition grown worse than that 
now felt at the chief port of the Territory. The prospect for 'Hilo in this^ matter 
must be greatly improved through the opening up of more back country by the 
Kohala-Hilo railroad, construction of which is to begin next month. 


Diversified industries are undoubtedly to be considered as part and parcel of 


the ocean transit problem. Comparison of steamer fares between Atlantic ports 
and the West Indies with those between here and San Francisco has often been 
made to the disadvantage of the latter. Doubtless one of the chief factors in 
reasonable passenger rates out of New York and Boston to the balmy shores of 
the Gulf and the Antilles- is the competition of fruit-carrying lines. 


SUGAR FACTORS UNITE. 


The second important event, to which reference has been made, is the in- 


corporation of all the large sugar-exporting houses of Hono ulu excepting W. G. 
Irwin & Co, Ltd., into a limited liability company. Articles of association oJ 
the Sugar "Factors Company, Limited," were filed in the office of the Treasurer 
of the Territory yesterday. From the original papers an abstract of the charter, 
with other information, is here given. The petitioning incorporates are H. A. 
Isenberg, T. Clive Davies, C M. Cooke, E. D. Tenney, H. P. Baldwin, F. A. 
Schaefer and Walter F. Dillingham. 
While the principal office shall be situated m Honolulu, there may be such 


subordinate or branch offices 'm such place or places within the Territory or elsfr 
where as may be deemed requisite or necessary by the directors for transacting 
the business of the corporation. 
/•«„-„««% 
The capital stock of the corporation shall be three million dollars ($3,000,000), 


divified into thirty thousand (30,000) shares of the par value of one hundred 
collars <$ioo) each, with the privilege of extension of the capital stock to ten 
million dollars ($10,000,000), Extensions of the capital stock may be made by 
the directors, acting under authority of special resolution passed at a stock- 
holders' meeting at which there shall be represented and voting m favor thereof 
a* least two-thirds of the shares issued of the capital stock. In a similar way 
the capital stock may be reduced from time to time to an amount not less than 
$500,000. When extensions are authorized the increase of shares shall hrst De 
offered to the then stockholders in proportion to the respective number of shares 
held by each at the time, unless otherwise provided by the meeting ot stock- 
holders authorizing such new issue. 
The officers shall be a president, vice president, secretary, treasurer and 


auditor, and such other officers, including one or more additional vice presidents, 
as may be provided-for hi the bylaws of the corporation. The board of directors 
shall consist of not less than seven nor more than eleven persons, and shall be 
elected by the stockholders. Such directors shall elect the president and vice presi- 
dents from their own number. The secretary and treasurer shall be appointed by 
the board of directors, but they need not be directors, and they shall hold their 
respective offices at the pleasure of the board of directors.

Honolulu and 


HARVARD'S ASTRONOMER 


TO STUDY OUR CRATERS 


CAMBRIDGE, (Mass.), Jaly 3.—Professor William H. Pick- 


crinp. Harvard's eminent astronomer, who has made such important 
discoveries recently in connection with lunar formations and vari- 
able stars, has started on a trip to visit the volcanic regions of Ha- 
waii and the Pacific Coast with the intention of making an exhaus- 
tive study»of volcanic craters *nd a comparison with his observa- 
tions on lunar craters. 


He will stop at the Lowe Observatory on Echo Mountain, near 


Pasadena, where with a clear atmosphere he will be able to study 
closely Eratosthenes and Plato> two lunar craters.
